Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  was  low 
and  the  general  health  of  the  community  good.  Toward  the 
end  of  the  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  cases 
of  anterior  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis).  This  increase 
was  sufficient  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  postpone  tem- 
porarily, preventive  immunization  against  Diphtheria  in 
Schools  and  Welfare  Clinics.  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  there  has  not  been  a case  of  Diphtheria  notified  during 
the  year. 

The  Council  has  paid  a good  deal  of  attention  this  year  to 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  The  London  Road  Sewage 
Works  having  proved  to  be  inadequate,  the  Council  proceeded 
to  construct  a link-sewer  to  carry  the  sewage  flow  from  the 
Missendens  and  Amersham  to  the  Chalfont  sewage  system  for 
ultimate  disposal  at  the  Colne  Valley  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Maple  Cross.  This  scheme  will,  it  is  hoped,  come  into 
operation  in  the  summer  of  1951,  Another  interesting  feature 
is  the  provision  of  small  domestic  sewage  disposal  plants  at 
many  of  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  undertook  a survey  of  all 
the  licensed  premises  within  its  district.  The  standard  of 
requirements  are  set  out  on  page  14  of  the  Report.  Despite 
the  difficulty  with  building  licenc'es  the  owners  of  these  houses 
have  in  the  main  co-operated  well. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  ready 
co-operation  during  the  year,  particularly  Mr.  Caudery  for  his 
willing  assistance.  Finally  Sir,  may  I thank  you  and  your  fellow 
Councillors  for  their  interest  in  and  many  kindnesses  to  this 
Department.

jAmersham  Rural  District  comprises  a,n;  area  of  about  72 
square  miles.  It  lies  in  the  South-Eastern,  portion  of  the  County 
of  Bucks.,  is  situate  about  25  miles  from  London  and  range- 
over  two  spurs  of  the  Chiltern  Hills.  . , f; 

Its  characteristic  physical  features  are  its  well  wooded  slopes 
and  hills.  Its  social  conditions  may  be  described  as  those  due 
to  agricultural,  residential  and  industrial, .factors.  Until  1939, 
the  increase  in  population  was  mainly  due  to  its  being  a London 
dormitory,  but  since  tnen  there  has  been  a steady  flow  of  selected 
light  industry  into  the  neighbourhood  which  has  absorbed  a 
high  proportion  of  locally  available  labour.,  / Its  proximity  to 
London  has  also  tended  to  give  rise  to  the  development  of 
several  well  marked  urban-type  communities,  within  dhe  rural 
boundaries. 

Despite  the  recent  establishment  of  selected  light  industries 
in  the  district,  several  agencies,  including  the  Council  itself, 
have  co-operated  to  preserve  large  tracts  of  woodlands  for 
their  amenity  value.  The  provisions  of  the  Green  Belt  Act  and 
similar  powers  have  enabled  large  areas  of  the  district  to  be 
preserved  for  their  amenity  value  within  the  Greater  London 
Planning  Region.  . \ 

On  the  whole  therefore  it  may  be  said  that  whilst  there  is  a 
limit  to  the  possible  development,  there  is,  increasingly  a ten- 
dency toward  the  better  balance  of  the  agricultural,  industrial 
and  residential  factors  in  the  area. 

The  area  of  the  Amersham  Rural  District  is  46,233  acres. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the,  resident  population 
for  1950  was  41,980. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  Rate  Book 
at  the  end  of  1950  was  11,909.

B Health  Services 

1.  Hospital  Services 

The  Amersham  Rural  District  is  situate  within  the  area  o£ 
the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Board  has  delegated, 
management  responsibilities  of  hospitals  in  this  area  to  High 
Wycombe  and  District  Management  Committee  which  in  turn 
has  delegated  day  to  day  administration  to  two  “House  Com- 
mittees.” One  House  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  Amers- 
ham General  Hospital,  the  Chesham  Hospital  and  The  Stone 
Maternity  Hospital.  The  other  is  responsible  for  the-  Chalfont 
and  Gerrards  Cross  Hospital. 

2.  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  organized  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry 
of  Health  since  1939,  continues  to  be  administered’  on  a 
peace  time  basis  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  an 
initial  period  of  five  years  after  the  appointed  day  of  the- 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Service  is  concerned  with  Bacteriology  and  Epidemiology- 
in  relation  to  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  Infec- 
tious Disease. 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  situate  at  Walton- 
Street,  Oxford,  and  in  general,  undertakes  free  of  charge,  the- 
bacteriological  examination  of  such  specimens  as  sputum,  nose- 
and  throat  swabs,  faeces,  urine,  blood,  etc. 

The  chemical  examination  of  water  and  sewage  effluent  is 
undertaken  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Southwark  Borough  Council. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities 

(a)  Infectious  Disease  Ambulances

The  Bucks  County  Council  has  provided  an  ambulance  service 
for  the  whole  of  the  County  through  the  agency  of  the  Order 
of  St.  John  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.

C.  Infectious  Diseases 

1.  Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases 
During  the  year  389  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
received. 

Ninety-three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year.  54  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital  as 
conditions  at  home  were  unfavourable  for  isolation.  The  cases 
were  distributed  throughout  the  district  as  follows  : — 
Amersham  53,  Chalfont  St.  Peter  10,  Chalfont  St  Giles  4, 
Great  Missenden  8,  Little  Missenden  5,  Penn  2,  Chartridge  2. 
Ashley  Green  3,  The  Lee  1,  Cholesbury  2,  Latimer  1,  Chesham 
Bois  1 and  Chenies  1. 

Sixty-four  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  38  the  previous  year.

Two  cases  occurred  in  January,  4 in  February,  10  in  March, 
3 in  April,  2 in  May,  17  in  June,  38  in  July,  32  in  August,  5 
in  September,  14  in  October,  24  in  November  and  47  in 
December. 

The  cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  district  as 
follows  : 

Amersham  109,  Seer  Green  21,,  Chenies  17,  Chalfont  St.  Giles 
17,  Little  Missenden  10,  Great  Missenden  6,  Chesham  Bois  6, 
Chalfont  St.  Peter  4,  Latimer  4,  Cholesbury  2,  Chartridge  1 
and  Penn  1. 

Nine  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  3 cases  at  Amersham,  2 cases  at  Great  Missenden,  2 
cases  at  Chartridge  1 case  at  Chalfont  St.  Giles  and  1 case  at 
Little  Missenden.  One  case  of  Polio  Encephalitis  was  notified 
at  Amersham. 

Four  cases  of  Erysispelas  : 2 cases  at  Amersham,  one  case 
at  Little  Missenden  and  one  case  at  Chalfont  St.  Peter.  Acute 
Primary  Pneumonia  six  cases  : Amersham  four  cases,  one  case 
at  Little  Missenden  and  one  case  at  Chalfont  St.  Peter. 

Seven  cases  of  Food  Poisoning : all  at  Amersham. 

Three  cases  of  Meningococcal  Infection  : two  cases  at  Great 
Missenden  and  one  case  at  Amersham, 

Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  B.  Fever  both  at  Amersham, 

One  case  of  Dysentery  at  Great  Missenden. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  at  Chalfont  St.  Peter. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Undulant  Fever  : one  case  at  Great 
Missenden  and  one  case  at  Little  Missenden.

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY 
INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1950 

D Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

The  work  of  the  Inspectors  during  the  year  was,  on  the 
whole,  of  a general  nature.  Owing  to  the  amount  of  day  to 
day  routine  work  which  is  necessitated  by  complaints  and 
enquiries  it  was  very  difficult  to  concentrate  on  any  particular 
specialised  branch  of  our  work,  but  a survey  of  all  licensed 
premises,  i.e.,  inns,  public  houses  and  hotels,  was  completed 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  In  the  course  of  this  survey 
102  licensed  premises  were  visited  and  when  the  information 


is 

obtained  has  been  collated  a minimum  standard  was  adopted, 
having  due  regard  to  Section  89  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  and  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The 
standard  adopted  for  all  such  premises  was  as  follows  : 

1.  A constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  in  the  bar. 

2.  The  provision  in  the  bar  of  a sink  adequately  drained 

3.  All  bar  pipes  to  be  of  material  which  can  be  readily 

cleansed. 

4.  The  provision  of  separate  sanitary  accommodation  for 
both  males  and  females. 

5.  The  provision  of  an  adequately  screened  urinal. 

6.  All  public  rooms  to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair  and 

decoration. 

It  was  found  that  59  of  the  houses  visited  did  not  comply 
with  the  adopted  standard  and  Informal  Notices  were  addressed 
to  the  owners  requesting  the  deficiencies  to  be  made  good.  The 
requests  to  the  Brewery  Companies  met  with  a very  ready 
response  but  it  is  regrettable  that,  in  a number  of  cases,  the 
Ministry  of  Works  refused  the  issue  of  the  necessary  licences. 
Representations  were  made  by  the  Department  to  the  Ministry 
of  Works  and  these  representations  met  with  limited  success. 

From  a study  of  the  Summary  of  Sanitary  Inspectors’  visits, 
it  will  be  seen  that  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  again 
spent  on  Housing  matters.  There  has  now  been  established  a 
much  closer  co-operation  with  the  Council’s  Housing  Depart- 
ment, and  in  all  cases  where  persons  occupying  sub-standard 
property  are  re-housed,  this  Department  is  advised  in  good 
time  to  enable  us  to  take  the  appropriate  action  under  Sections 
9 — 12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  The  landlords  are  becoming 
more  and  more  reluctant  to  carry  out  repairs  owing  to  the 
operation  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Act  and  the  ever  increasing 
costs  of  maintaining  property  in  a proper  condition.  There 
seems  little  doubt  that  cottage  property  is  becoming  a very 
heavy  burden  upon  landlords. 

I he  number  of  applications  for  licences  to  station  and  use 
moveable  dwellings  shows  no  decrease  and,  owing  to  the 
stricter  control  being  exercised  by  the  Town  Planning 
authority,  caravan  dwellers  are  finding  it  more  and  more 
difficult  to  find  a site  which  is  acceptable  to  both  the  Public 
Health  authority  and  the  Town  Planning  authority.  The 
Council  is  considering,  as  a matter  of  policy,  the  provision  of 
caravan  sites  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  decision  had  been 
made. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  prevailing  in  certain  parts  of 
the  district  due  to  the  absence  of  main  drainage  were  again 
very  pronounced  and  although  the  connecting  up  of  the  "two 
Chalfonts  to  the  Colne  Valley  Sewage  Boards  Works  during 
next  year  will  solve  the  problem  in  those  areas,  it  is  hoped  that 
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the  Council  will  proceed  as  quickly  as  possible  with  other 
schemes  of  sewerage  for  other  parts  of  the  district. 

Water  Supply 

Samples  of  the  water  were  taken  from  the  public  mains  of 
each  of  the  four  Statutory  Water  Undertakings  operating  in 
the  area,  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis,  and  in  each  case 
the  report  of  the  Analyst  was  satisfactory.  The  results  of 
analytical  reports  are  given  in  the  schedule  to  the  appendix.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 
SERVICE 

The  services  have  been  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  Two  Cesspool  emptying  vehicles  had  to  be  taken  out  of 
commission,  but  in  view  of  the  anticipated  coming  into  opera- 
tion of  the  Chalfonts  Drainage  Scheme,  were  not  replaced, 
leaving  seven  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  remaining  in  the 
Council’s  servlice. 

Two  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  delivered  during 
the  year  and  one  vehicle  taken  out  of  commission,  leaving  a 
total  of  nine  refuse  collection  vehicles  in  operation.  Except 
during  part  of  the  winter  period  due  to  exceptionally  bad 
weather,  a weekly  service  was  maintained. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
The  areas  provided  with  main  drainage  are  Amersham, 
Chesham  Bois,  Great  Missenden  and  Little  Missenden.  With 
the  exception  of  a large  portion  of  Chesham  Bois  Parish  which, 
by  arrangement  with  the  Chesham  Urban  District  Council,  is 
drained  into  that  Council’s  sewage  works  at  Waterside,  all 
these  areas  are  drained  to  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  at 
London  Road  for  treatment. 

After  a thorough  investigation  of  the  areas  ultimately  to 
be  drained  to  the  Amersham  Works  together  with  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  existing  treatment  works  and  lack  of  a suitable 
outlet  for  the  effluent,  approval  was  given  for  the  laying  of  a 
Link-Sewer  from  Chalfont  St.  Giles  to  the  Amersham  Works. 
Work  commenced  in  October  and  it  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  May  1951.  All  sewage  will  then  flow  by  gravitation 
to  the  Colne  Valley  Sewerage  Board’s  Works  at  Maple  Cross, 
Rickmansworth,  for  treatment  and  the  Amersham  Works  will 
be  abandoned. 

There  are  in  addition  some  seventeen  small  sewage  works 
designed  for  treating  the  flow  from  the  post-war  housing 
schemes  not  drained  to  the  main  works.  The  remainder  of  the 
district  depends  in  the  main  upon  cesspool  drainage.  , 

It  has  still  not  been  possible  to  bring  into  use  the  sewers 
laid  pre-war  in  Chalfont  St.  Giles  and  Chalfont  St.  Peter 
owing  to  the  Colne  Valley  Sewerage  Board’s  treatment  works 
not  being  completed.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  work  of 
connecting  these  areas  will  start  early  in  the  Summer  of  1951. 

Samples  of  Sewage  Effluent  were  taken  periodically  through- 
out the  year  for  analysis.

During  the  year  a total  of  fourteen  premises  were  registered 
under  the  above  section,  eleven  for  the  manufacture  and/or 
.sale  of  ice-cream,  one  for  fish  frying  and  two  for  the  manu-

F Housing 

Housing  defects  were  again  mainly  dealt  with  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Five  Demolition  Orders  were  served  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  nine  cottages  were  demolished,  and  two 
.Statutory  ^Notices  were  served  and  complied  with. 
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An  application  was  made  to  the  Court  for  the  quashing  of 
five  Demolition  Orders  under  Section  2 of  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  and  Orders  to  this  effect  were  made.. 

Very  limited  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with, 
the  Rural  Housing  Survey  owing  to;  more  urgent  wrork  requir- 
ing the  attention  of  the  Department.

The  Council  approved  an  additional  29  applications  for 
licences  to  erect,  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  and  the 
total  number  of  licences  current  on  December  31,  1950  was  114. 

The  owner  of  a site  at  Amersham  was  prosecuted  for 
allowing  caravans  to  be  occupied  for  a longer  period  than 
forty-two  consecutive  days  without  licences  being  in  force  and' 
the  Court  imposed  the  maximum  penalty  of  <£5. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


A number  of  different  types  of  premises  were  disinfested 
during  the  year,  and  in  most  cases  a 5 per  cent,  solution  of 
D.D.T.  was  used.  Gammexane,  Smoke  Generators*,  Thermatox. 
Blocks  and  D.D.T.  were  also  used  with  considerable  success. 
The  above  were  used  against  fleas,  bed  bugs,  flies,  spider  beetle,, 
cock-roaches,  etc.
